MR. CHARLES MATHEWS. 


We have but a sprinkling of tho- 
rough light comedians at present on 
the boards :---many aspire to the title, 
but few can claim it: all our minor 
theatres have a gentleman in their 
company who generally undertakes 
the walking lover---the good young 
man whom the heroine is always talk- 
ing about, but who is seldom seen, 
because, in all probability, the whole 
plot of the drama is centered in the 
unsuccessful lover, the gamester, the 
reprobate, the , represented by 
the Kean of the establishment. Most 
of the dramas at the minors being of 
this class, we have, consequently, few 
who have any opportunity of making 
progress in this part of the profession, 
unless they have the good fortune to 
make part of a company constructed 
for the purpose of enacting the legiti- 
mate drama. 

One of the few who can lay claim 
to the title of light comedian, is Mr. 
C. Mathews. He commenced his first 





engagement at a metropolitan dramatic 
temple, the Olympic, on the 7th of 
December, 1835, in the farces of the 
Old and Young Stager, and the 


Humpbacked Lover. His opening 
was so arranged as he could scarcely 
fail to be successful, by having a farce 
with characters penned for Mr. Liston 
and himself, drawn in such a manner 
that the public could but applaud, 
from the peculiarity of the situations. 
He afterwards appeared in many of 
Hayne’s, Bayly’s, Planche’s, and 
Peake’s burlettas, in conjunction with 
Madame Vestris, the most attractive 
of which were One Hour, Puss in 
Boots, Faint heart never won a fair 
Lady, and You can’t marry your 
Grandmother. His own burlettas of 
Patter v.Clatter, and the Ringdoves, 
have contributed much to his popu- 
larity. He would be an Actor, with 
the famous ballad of Jenny Jones, 
and the Reminiscences of a Strolling 
Player, are very fair specimens of his 
versatile powers. His assumption of 
the French lady is, to our she, the 
best thing he has done. 

The bewitching appearance of the 
fair lessee of the Oly ic, which has 
captivated so many of the sterner sex, 
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in a short period had its effect wpon 
Charley, and one fine morning the 
widow of Notting Hill and the Young 
Stager, were made one in the church 
of Saint Mary Abbotts, Kensington. 
Immediately after this they left the 
United Kingdom to fulfill an engage- 
ment at New York. The following 
pithy lines were suggested by a friend 
somewhere about this period :--- 


Farewell to Madame V.. 
Olympic’s fair lessee ; 

Not loag she’ll singie be, 
For, conducted by her Mentor, 
And allur’d by the baits, 
She is now about to enter 

The United States. 


His reception in America was any 
thing but satisfactory: our slave-dri- 
ving brethren, for the first time in 
their lives, became invested with some 
strange ideas about purity and chas- 
tity, which, however right and proper 
in many persons, came but ill from a 
people who, as a body, acknowledge 
no religion. 

On his return to England he he- 
came lessee of Covent Garden Theatre 
fur three seasons, remarkable for the 
following important events in theatri- 
eals,---the debut of Adelaide Kemble, 
---the revival of Shakespear’s Midsum- 
mer Night’s Dream in a pure Macre- 
dian style,---the re-appearance of Mr. 
Charles Kemble for a few nights,--- 
the production of one of our most suc- 
cessful modern comedies, London As- 
surance,---and the performance of one 
of Sheridan Knowles’s greatest works, 
the play of Love. Our reason for not 
including Jerrold’s Bubbles of the 
Day, is solely in consequence of the 
few nights it was performed ; for, as 
regards its intrinsie merit, it contains 
more pithy wit and satire than had 
appeared for years. 

he failure of his. speculation at 
Covent Garden, induced Mr. Mathews 
to agcept an engagement at Drury 
Lane the following season, after which 
he appeared at the Haymarket, where, 
with his ‘ ladye love, he still remains. 
Hig last piece, Used up, is now play- 
ing there with great success; and his 
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representation of the principal charac- 
ter would well repay a visit from any 
of his admirers. 

Mr. C. Mathews was born in 1803, 
was brought upas an architect, played 
once for the benefit of Mr. Peake, in 
1831, at the Lyceum, and has been 
nearly nine years on the stage. Of 
the proceedings in the court of Insol- 
vency, a short time ago, we are happy 
tu say we were not one of his numerous 
creditors.

HAYMARKET. 

The prize comedy, for which Mr. 
Webster has paid a sum of no less 
than £500, was brought out on Tues- 
day evening. The house, as might be 
expected on such an occasion, was ex- 
tremely full. 

The characters in the new comedy, 
which is called Quid pro Quo, or, 
the Day of Dupes, are the Earl of 
Hunsdeon, a retired Minister (Stuart), 
whose whole soul is set upon politics 
and place ; his wife (Mrs. Clifford) a 
heartless lady of high life; his son, 
an Etonian, (Mrs. Nisbett,) abounding 
in impudence and slang; a retired 
citizen (Strickland), panting after the 
aristocracy, and eager to imitate the 
Hunsdons in every trifling peculiarity; 
the citizen’s wife (Mrs. Glover), a.vul- 
gar, good-hearted woman, utterly op- 
posed to the aristocratic tendencies of 
her husband; their servant Bridget 
(Mrs. Humby), an abigail priding her- 
self upon her notions of , ane a 
turf-hunting captain (Buckstone), who 
acts as toady to the countess; and a 
relative of the noble family, a judicious 
old gentleman (Farren), who says bit- 
ter things. These are the characters 
of the piece, though there are other 
personages who work out the plot. 
This plot we shall not attempt to de- 
scribe, as the authoress neyer intend- 
ed the play to depend upon it, nor, 
had the piece succeeded, would it have 
contributed in the slightest degree to- 
wards the success. A: succession of 
gay, lively scenes, exhibiting several 
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varieties of modern character, and 
abounding in smart allusions to the 
foibles of the day---this was obviously 
what the authoress designed. The 
title of the “ Day of Dupes” arises 
from several small stratagems which 
are played off by the dramatis per- 
sone against each other. A lieutenant 
of the navy (Holl) takes in the Huns- 
dons by pretending te be a nebleman, 
and the Karl is deceived by his agent 
(Tilbury), who gets a borough out of 
his hands. The machinery of mar- 
riages, &e. we need not describe. 

Much of the piece is written with 
considerable smartness. The allusions 
to the day, if not precisely witty, were 
vlever and doiistelh and many a hearty 
cheer was elicited from the audience 
by a felicitous het at politics, or a 
shrewd remark on the state of the 
knglish drama, Such allusions, how- 
ever, though conducive to success, 
when they appear merely as embel- 
lishments, are not enough to make a 
piece. The drama wanted substance ; 
it was too flimsy for its length. The 
plot was as near nothing as might be, 
and the characters were not strong: 
---constantly the expectation was raised 
that something extraordinary would 
come---but come it did not. 

Thus ended the prise comedy !--- 
What will be said of the Committee, 
who had the reading of ninety-six 
other plays--they must be bad in- 
deed, if this is the best! How far 
we can give credit to Mr. C. Kemble, 
Mr. Serle, and other literary gentle- 
men, we leave the public to judge--- 
We are truly sorry for Mr. Webster, 
who, we think, is made a victim of 
in this business.---More anon 


ADELPHI. 

After a well-deserved suecess of 
twelve years, the Wizard of the North 
is about to resign his magic sceptre. 
We are truly sorry for this, because 


we lose an able and tasteful a 


of these pleasing means of delusion. 
We hope Mr. Anderson’s “ dealings 
with the d----!” have been productive

praise, and that he has gained some- 
thing more substantial than “golden 
opinions.” 

It has fallen to our lot to witness 
the performances of many of these 
delustonists, Gyngell, Henry, cum 
multis aliis; but we never saw one 
more perfect in his art, or neater in 
the execution of his apparent impos- 
sibilities, than Mr. Anderson. 

If it were trite now to attempt a 
description of the many wonders of 
pore. nor ta which he presents to 
his audience, it is suflicient to say, 
that in all he was highly successful. 
A little incident occurred on the night 
we were present, which so strongly 
marked the influence of “ the ruling 
passion,” that we must chronicle it --- 
The loan of a wedding ring was re- 
quested by Mr. A,, and the lady, soli- 
cited, could not very readily get it 
from her finger; a bright-eyed widow 
most willingly came to her aid, and 
she had no difficulty in supplying the 
required loan, “ Coming events cast 
their shadows before”---bravo, widow! 
The performance was followed by a 
concert, in which Madlle Rossini and 
the Collini family played some popular 
airs:---the former executed with great 
brilliancy a fantasia on the violin,--- 
albeit not a very graceful instrument 


for a lady to play. 


SADLER’S WELLS. 

The manager has this week brought 
out Lord Byron’s play of Werner, 
which has proved to be very suceess- 
ful. Although a very heavy play, the 
acting of Mr. Phelps, Mr. Hudson, and 
Mrs. Warner, was so excellent as to 
command the most intense attention 
of the audience. Every thing has been 
done by the manager to give effect to 
the play ; and the inhabitants of this 
part of the metropolis have Boo rea- 
son to thank the manager for intro- 
ducing to them so finch of the feqi- 
timate as he hag already done. The 
favorite afterpiece, called the Feir 
One with the Golden Locks, which 
was produced at the Haymarket, haus 
been transplanted to these boards, and 
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bids fair to have a long run. It is 
exceedingly well got up, and the parts 
are ably supported by the best female 
talent in the company, who are not 
inferior to those who played the same 
characters at the Haymarket Theatre 
Miss Lebatt and Mr. J. Webster de- 
serve particular notice. The house 
continues to be well attended by most 
respectable audiences. 


STRAND. 

A slight fracas respecting the cast 
of characters in the new and triumph- 
antly successful burletta of Caterzna, 
has been the cause of the departure of 
Mrs. Grattan from this favorite place 
of amusement. There is an old say- 
ing, that “ from little causes great 
effects arise,” which we think on this 
occasion will be verified; for, altho’ 
it has put the manager to much in- 
convenience, it has been the means of 
introducing to a London audience a 
lady who, we prognosticate, will speed- 
ily hold a high place in her profession. 
The engagementof Mrs. Coleman Pope 
will certainly prove one of the luckiest 
hits of the season,---her style some- 
what resembles Mrs. Nisbett’s, while 
her whole performance is character- 
ised with the strictest attention to 
nature. Her reception every evening 
is enthusiastic in the extreme, being 
invariably called before the curtain to 
receive the unanimous plaudits of a 
full house, delighted with the enter- 
tainment provided for them. Louisa 
Lyons, as the Guardian Sylph, re- 
minds us much of Madame Vestris in 
her palmiest days. 


DRAMATIC INSTITUTION, 
WILSON STREET, GRAY’S INN LANE. 
We were present at an amateur 
rformance here on Tuesday last.--- 
| serena with Sheridan’s comedy 
of The Rivals. Mr. Pym, the pro- 
prietor cf the establishment, lent his 
aid on the occasion, and played Sir 
Anthony Absolute. We have seen 
this gentleman play the same part 
twenty years ago, and we do not think 
that lapse of time is at all to his ad- 








vantage; however, he got through 
the part in a respectable manner, and 
as he feels a desire to teach the “young 
idea how to shoot,” it is creditable in 
him to fill up a vacancy, in order that 
the other portion of the subscribers 
may have an opportunity of displaying 
their talent betore their friends and 
patrons. Mr. Humphries, as Captain 
Absolute, wants grace and polish to 
make the character passable in his 
hands :---how is it, he is continually 
stamping about the stage; he never 
stands still, even when addressing his 
lover; and he has a knack of putting 
his hand to his breast continually,--- 
we imagine he has got an affection of 
the heart. A little bit, done by Mr. 
White,as the Coachman, was a finish- 
ed performance, and does the actor 
credit. Mr. Forrester’s Fag is not 
the finished gentleman’s servant: he 


fags too much, and speaks too rapid, 


yet he has some good qualifications 
for the stage ; but Fag should ape his 
master, and not be represented as a 
cunning, low servant---the part was 
over-acted. Mr. Mason’s Sir Lucius 
was tame: he should have more self- 
possession, stand stately, and twirl his 
stick in his hand,---and make himself 
of consequence before the ladies: let 
him try the part again. And now for 
Faulkland, by Mr. Healey, who read 
the part with discrimination, and act- 
ed very judiciously: he got the least 
applause, although very deserving of 
it. What a pity Mr. Nye ever saw 
Harley in Acres,---he would have then 
given his own version of the part; pro- 
bably he made a wager he would be 
taken for him in the character. Miss 
Leslie as Julia was lady-like, and not 
over-acted :---we observed she was la- 
bouring under a severe cold. The best 
portion of her acting was the senti- 
mental, which she accomplished with 
much feeling. Miss Ubsdale has a 
good share of confidence; and if she 
would study, and get correct, would 
play the chambermazds very respect- 
ably. We must protest against begin- 
ning at so late an hour as 9 o’clock,.

MaNcuHESTER.---Mr. Henry Betty, 
the son of the once celebrated young 
Roscius, has appeared during the week 
in some of his principal characters. 
Jie has reaped the benefit of experi- 
ence, and his acting is far more duct 
ive than when last on the Manchester 
boards. He opened with Verginius 
on Monday (10thinst.) toan excellent 
house, and gave a fine delineation of 
the Roman father. On Tuesday he 
represented //amlet with great power, 
and Miss H. Walcot was an interest- 
ing Ophelia. On Wednesday and 
Thursday, Mr. Betty appeared in the 
characters of Richard the Third 
and Othello, which he most credita- 
bly sustained. Last night he played 
Claude Melnotte, in the Lady of Ly- 
ons, and Rolla for his benefit, when 
the house, with the exception of the 
boxes, was thronged. 


Tuer Osrmpeway InprAns. --- This 
interesting party are about to make a 
second visit to this town: they will 
appear before the public on Monday 
next, in the Exchange Room, Having 
been so long in the metropolis, and 
introduced whilst there to royalty and 
nobility, it will be curious to observe 
whether their intercourse with polish- 
ed life will have wrought any change 
in the manners of the Boy Chief, the 
Driving Cloud, the Moonlight Night, 
and the other members of the com- 
pany. 

Mr. Roxsey and his Company have 
been taking benefits at Cooke’s Circus 
since the destruction of the Theatre 
Royal. 


DoncasTER.---The first of a series 
of three Concerts to be given in this 
town by the Infant Sappho, took place 
at the Atheneum Rooms on Friday 
last, and was attended by a very nu- 
merous and respectable company,--- 
amongst them were many of the prin- 
cipal resident professors and amateurs. 
The extraordinary musical talents dis- 
played by this fascinating child, ex- 
cited the most lively feelings of grati- 








fication and surprise, and drew forth 
repeated bursts of applause. 

Cooxr’s Circus.--- his place of a- 
musement has been the scene of great 
attraction during the past week. On 
Monday night the performances were 
by desire of the Mayor and Corpora- 
tion, and for the benefit of Mr. James 
Cooke, who exerted himself to the ut- 
most in the several classical represen- 
tations in which he appeared.

ITALIAN OPERA HOUSE. 

Mr. Benedict's Annual Benefit --- 
This, most undoubtedly, the crack 
Morning Concert of the season, took 
jlace in the Queen’s Concert Room on 
Friday sennight, and was fully and 
fashionably attended. In saying that 
it was ‘fully attended, we beg to be 
understood that it was so uncomlort- 
ably crowded, we are sure an indict- 
ment would lay against the beneficeare 
on the part of his audience, under the 
“Cruelty to Animals” Act, for never 
were poor mortals packed more fig- 
like. Nor can we wonder at this selt- 
infliction, for a concert more recherche 
or delightful we never had the good 
fortune to witness. A re-capitulation 
of the vocal phalanx will suffice to 
justify this high praise :---Grisi, (who 
was in splendid voice,) Persiani, Anna 
Thillon, Dorus Gras, Castellan, Fa- 
vanti, De Manara, Mrs. Alfred Shaw, 
Rainforth, and Romer ; Senori Mario, 
Salvi, Lablache (pere et fils), Forna~ 


sari, Marras, Brizzi, and Inchindi; 
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Herr Staudigl, and Messrs John Parry, 
Harrison, Borrani, &. The array of 
instrumentalists was equally great:--- 
Madaine Duleken, Mendon Bene- 
dict, Sivori, Offenbach, Parish Alvars, 
Puzzi, and young Joachim ;---all of 
whom vied with each other to pro- 


duce as brilliant a concert as can well 


be conceived. Where all was excel- 
lent, it is difficult to select a piece for 
especial notice ; but it is not to be de- 
nied, that the Nocturne and Valse 
Brilliante, arranged for three per- 
formers on two pianos, and played by 
Madame Dulcken and Mendelssohn, 
was the gem of the concert. John 
Parry’s new song, altho’ humourously 
sung, is a silly affair, and which on 
an encore he very judiciously changed 
to “ Faire Rosomonde.” 


OxrorD GRAND COMMEMORATION. 
---The first Miscellaneous Concert of 
the University Musical Festival, took 

lace in the Theatre on Wednesday 
et, commencing at twelve o’clock.--- 
Long before that hour the theatre, 
both the body and galleries, was filled 
with a large assemblage of beauty and 
fashion. Sir R. Bishop acted as con- 
ductor, and Dr. Marshall presided at 
the pianoforte. The principal vocal 
yxerformers were Madame Dorus Gras, 
Miss Rainforth, Miss M. Marshall, 
Mrs. Alfred Shaw, Signor Salvi, Mr. 
Manvyers, Mr. J. Bennett, Mr. Haw- 
kins, Mr. H. Phillips, and Herr Stau- 
dig]. Among the instrumental solo 
performers were Signor Sivori, Messrs. 
Card, Grattan, Cooke, Harper, and 
Signor Dragonetti. Leaders, Messrs. 
Loder and Cramer. The concert was 
in all respects highly satisfactory ; the 
extraordinary professional ability en- 
gaged insured this. The old favorites 
of the public acquitted themselves as 
heeame their established reputation. 
It was really delightful to listen to the 
veteran Lindley, who seemed at his 
advanced age to handle his instrument 
with the same ease, and with the same 
magic power over the hidden melodies 
of sound, which have gained him un- 
equalled fame. Herr Staudigl was 
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wonderful, and fully maintained the 
high position assigned to him in the 
musical world. He sang the air com- 
mencing--- 
“« The frozen serpert in my breast 
Wakes from its slumber cold ; 
Around my heart [ feel it prest 
With fiercely burning fold--- 
with tremendous effect, and rapturous 
applause greeted him on resuming his 
seat. The audience unanimously in- 
sisted on an encore.---Miss Rainforth, 
Mrs. A. Shaw, and Madame Dorus 
Gras, sang with their usual fine taste 
and judgment. The same meed of 
praise is due to the other singers.--- 
The concert did not terminate until 
late in the day.

Chit-Chat. 


Mr. H. Berry has renewed his en- 
gagement at the Manchester Theatre, 
in consequenee of hundreds not being 
able to witness his performance on his 
first engagemeut. 

Mr. Macreapy has arrived again 
in New York. The first character 
he appeared in was Shylock: the 
house was full in every part, and the 
audience cheered him throughout his 
performance. 

Mr Stretton took his annual be- 
ncfit at Drury Lane Theatre on Wed- 
nesday last, when the house was filled 
with a numerous and fashionable au- 
dience, drawn together not only by 
the programme the beneficiare had 
provided, but also as a just and de- 
served tribute to his merits. 
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Miss Rainforth, Mr. Harrison, and 
Mr. Stretton, depart for Dublin on the 
24th instant, where they will remain 
for three weeks. Balfe’s Bohemian 
Girl will be among the first operas to- 
be performed. 

It is not true, as stated in one of the 
morning papers, that Mr. C. Mathews 
and Madame Vestris are about to be- 
come the lessees of the Haymarket 
Theatre, and that Mr. Webster is to 
undertake the management of the 
Adelphi. Mr. W. does not leave the 
Haymarket, although he has become 
the entrepreneur of the Adelphi, 
which will be earried on perfectly“dis- 
tinct from the management or business 
of the Haymarket. The best com- 
pany that has appeared on the Adel- 
phi stage for years will be assembled 
on its opening next season. The elite 
of the old popular favorites have been 
engaged, and some important additions 
have been made to the company, which 
we do not feel ourselves at liberty to: 
mention at present. 

Potytecunic InstiTuTION. --- The 
recent invention of Mr. Longbottom, 
the Physioscope, has attracted a good 
deal of attention, not only of that class 
which is called the sczentific world,. 
but of the public generally. Indeed, 
the simplicity of this instrument, and 
the remarkable facts which it illus- 
trates, may almost be said to create a 
magical delusion. The human face, 
by the aid of this discevery, is so 
magnified, that all features, all lines, 
all colours, and shades of complexion, 
are developed, yet no fog. wine ex- 
aggeration is produced, because the 
details are equally expanded, and the: 
whole is not exaggerated. The inven- 
tion is important to science, and gene- 
rally useful. 

he Theatre Royal, Liverpool, un- 
der the management of Mr. Webster, 
closed for the season last Monday 
evening, the performances being T'he 
School of Reform, Coyne’s drama of 
The Child of Air, and his farce of 
The Trumpeter’s Daughter, in which 
Madame Celeste and Mr. Webster ap- 


peared. 
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Our friend]Tom Cooke is well known 
to be an‘adept at joking. On meeting 
the musical director at the Haymarket 
walking down the Strand the other 
morning, and the usual ‘ how d’ye do, 
‘fine day, &e. having passed between 
them, Tom inquired after his wife, at 
the same time saying he considered 
her in the same light as a drowning 
man. Reed was astonished, and asked 
for an explanation. “ Why,” said 
Tom Cooke, “ it’s as plain as a pike- 
staff---a drowning man would catch at 
a straw, and the late Miss Horton has 
clung to a reed.” Reed immediately 
bit a hole in his glove to assist his 
memory, vowing to tell his wife at tea 
time.
